STOVES AND FUEL. 


How the Former Should Be Handled and 
the Latter Saved. | 


A good range or cooking stove light | 


ens a woman’s work so mucli thatevery |; 


kitchen should contain One; though the | 
parlor be unfurnished. or the house un- | 
painted, have a safe, religble stove with 
which to do the fatdily cooking. A | 
cooking stove should be roomy; itis a | 
mistake to buy a Sarall stove. The 
drafts, flues and chimney should be 
cleaned at least four times & year. 
Know that no sparks can escape any | 
place, especially where tne pipe enters 
the chimney. It will pay. Have your 
fire safe} Insurance money is hard | 
enough w get when all the conditions 
have been justly complied with. It is | 
terrible to burn out! If your stove 
smokes,‘find out the reason and stop it. 
We getold andugly soon enough—don't | 
ailow yourself to be smoked. 


Whatever kind of fuel is used, insist | ?. 


upon it being good; if you burn wood, | 
have at least half of itdry. Green wood | 
can be burned sometimes, but never at- | 
tempt to bake withit. Have a wood- 

shed and see that itis filled. Nothing 
less than a saint cap keep her temper 
and cook breakfast over a sulky, unde- 
cided fire, when the kitchen is blue 
with smoke and the wood sings psaltns 
and sbeds tears. Soft coal makes a 
cheap and hot fire. ltis dirty; a filter 
attached to the cistern is a necessity if 
soft coal is used. It is better than poor 
wood. . 

Hard coal is excellent to cook or in 
winter if thestove is madeto burn it 
Pationce is an important requisite 
when learntig to make, keep and use a 
bard-coal fire. It seems easy and is, 
when one.learns how; ene of the first 
things to learn is to leave it alone 
“Never have the coal come above the 
stove-lining. The fire will “not be so 
bright, fuel will waste, because the 
draught is not so good. When not 
using the fire keep dampers closed; 
wien needed open the drafts. For 
cooking or baking, no matter how bot 
the fire desired, having the coal come 
néarly to the top of the lining, the fire 
ought to last four hours without new 
coal or poking. The top of the stove 
may be red hot, the coal piled up to the 
lids, and yet the oven will not bake 
There is too much coal in, and the 
draught is stopped by it.” 

Gasoline is the best fuel for summer 
But one must be careful when using it 
One witht a double burner for wash 
boiler and oven and two single burners 
costs about $16. Two and one-half gal- 
Ions of gasoline at’1s. per gallon will 
do the cooking, washing and ironing 
one week for a faniily*of four.. Then 
think of the comfort. A kerosene lamp 
stove with one burner fs véry handy. A’ 
quart of water can soon be boiled on 
one.—Good Housekeeping. 


SAXON VIOLIN-MAKERS. 


of Germany Devoted to the 
Manufacture of Fiddles. 

In Markneukirchen, with its surround: 
ing villages, Klingenthal, Ieissen 
Rohrback and Graslitz, in Saxony, are 
about 15,000 people who do nothing 
else, day atter day, but make violins. 
The inhabitants, from the little urchin 
to the old gray-haired man, the small 
girl, and the old grandmother, all are 
engaged in making some, parts of a 
fiddle. 

A good instrument consists of sixty- 
two different pieces. The older men 
make the finger-board from ebony, and 
the string holder or the screws. The 
small boys make themselves useful by 
looking after the glue pot. A man with 
strong, steady hands and a clear eye 
puts the different pieces together, and 
this is the most dfficult task of all. The 
women generally occupy themselves as 
polishers, and the family that has 4 
daughter who is a good polisher is con- 
sidered fortunate. Even’a young man 
when -he goes a-wooding, inquires 
whether the young) girl is a good 
polisher; and if she is, it'certainly will 
increase his affection for’*her at least 
two-fold. The polishing takes a good 
deal of time, some: of the best violins 
being twenty and even thirty times 
polished. Every family has its peculiar 
style of polishing, and they never vary 
from that.
